If you wished to register a car, license a dog, be checked in or out at the voting polls at 
many an elections, file for an elected position, get a marriage license, check on some of 
the vital statistics, pay your taxes or had a question relating to the Tamworth Town Clerk 
or Tax Collector, you would have met and dealt with Terry Boewe. For twenty years she 
served the town working out of three different buildings during her tenure. In 1986 she 
was originally appointed to replace her mother Ruth Beckwith, who also served as the 
Town Clerk/Tax Collector for many years. In 1987 she ran for the position of Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector and was elected to the position. From then on she ran unopposed 
until her decision not to run for reelection in 2006. Terry started off in the old Office 
Building on Main Street. She worked there until 2002 when she had to pack up 
everything and open a temporary office on Chinook Trail for a year while the new town 
office building was being built. We don’t know of any other Town Clerk/Tax Collector 
for Tamworth that has worked out of three different town office buildings. For that alone 
she deserves a great deal of thanks. Terry would sit at her desk listening to people, some 
grumbling about the taxes, as if she could do something about the tax rate with a wave of 
her hand. She would calmly say, ‘That she understood it was a lot to pay, but she did not 
set the taxes, just collect them’. Terry was seated at the front table for Town Meetings 
and recorded the meeting minutes making sure that the records were kept of what was 
voted on. Terry only worked with one Town Moderator as George Cleveland ended his 


28 years as moderator the same year as Terry chose not to rerun. 


The Board of Selectmen, previous Boards of Selectmen, office staff and the voters of 


Tamworth thank Terry for her many years of service.

2007 Town Report 


2007 was a busy year for the Board of Selectmen. Office staff worked to assist 
the public in many ways. With the regular reports and new items that came up on an 
almost daily basis, the Office of the Selectmen was a very busy place. 


As in the previous year, we started by making a list of project and goals. 
The list had items on it that ranged from filling vacancies, to a discussion about the town 
seal. Not all items on the list were completed as planned. Some of them continue to be 
ongoing issues such as educating people who need to acquire junkyard licenses. 

Two new policies were adopted, the Fraud Policy and a Policy on Procedures for 
Appointed Committees. This was the first year we used the Personnel Policy to conduct 
employee performance reviews. 


A new energy committee was established as requested at town meeting. The 
Volunteer Energy Committee is developing recommendations to save energy and reduce 
emissions on a local level. 


The Ordinance Review Committee (ORC) has also been formed to assist town 
agencies and boards. The ORC will insure that a comprehensive list of ordinances, by- 
laws, policies and regulations are readily available and will also review them for 
compatibility with current laws and regulations. A secondary goal of the committee is to 
improve communication between different town agencies and boards. 


Work was done on the town office building to make it safer and more accessible 
to the handicapped. The town web site “tamworthnh.org” was also finished and is now 
fully operational. The web site offers information about what is happening in town. We 
recommend that you check it out. 


The Chocorua Village Safety Project is a major project that will improve safety at 
the Rt. 16 and 113 intersections. Work on this is project is ongoing and we expect that 
this will be out to bid soon, so that work will proceed this spring. Your continued 
patience in this matter is appreciated. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to recognize and thank the many people that 
have served or are presently serving on different boards and committees. They help 
make our town a wonderful place. We also would like to thank the department heads and 
the employees for their cooperation, dedication and hard work.

During 2007, all funds under the jurisdiction of the Treasurer’s Office were invested so that 
the town would receive the maximum interest available at the time of the investment, with safety 
and liquidity a primary consideration. Citizens Bank, the Municipal Deposit Investment Pool, and 
Northway Bank all offered relatively good yields, along with safety through full collateralization. 


We did not have to borrow in anticipation of taxes this year because we had sufficient cash 
reserves and cash flow for our needs. Investments earned a total of $74,306.45. Our highest yield 
throughout the year was $5.45%. 


I welcome any questions concerning the office of Town Treasurer at any time. After all, 
this is your money. I also welcome any comments, concerns, or suggestions relative to the 
Treasurer’s duties. 


Special thanks go to my Deputy Treasurer Mariette Ross, Finance Administrator Linda

As the Vital records keeper and issuer of certified copies, beginning in 2007, the 
town clerk’s were able to print Certified copies of Divorce Decree’s (granted in NH) 
through the State’s vital records system. In a follow up to the NHVRIN grant program 
(for the preservation of our town’s vital records) mentioned in last year’s annual report, 
our town’s vital records assessment was completed in September 2007, and the report 
provided gave recommendations for a follow-up grant to be used for the purchase of 
supplies and services needed to preserve those records. In my approaching third year, it is 
the intention of the town clerk’s office that by the end of August 2008 we will be taking 
advantage of the State of New Hampshire’s MAAP program allowing residents to 
complete both the town and state portions of their motor vehicle registrations right at the 
town office building. 


In the attempts to keep updated with the on-going changes and options presented 
to every town clerk/tax collector, it is my goal to continually try to improve services to 
the residents of Tamworth! I appreciate the continued support and confidence from the 
residents of Tamworth in my ability to serve, as I am becoming more acquainted with 
names and faces.

TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS AND CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 
2007 REPORT 


As Trustees we are currently responsible for the safekeeping and investment of 
approximately $1,071,678 in trust and reserve funds. The details of these funds are 
shown on the accompanying schedules. As of December 31, 2007 we are holding 
$247,843 in permanent trust funds for such purposes as cemetery maintenance, library, 
park, etc. In addition, we are holding $823,835 in capital reserve funds. These are non- 
permanent funds established for the purpose of special education, purchasing fire trucks, 
rescue trucks and police cruisers, purchasing recycling equipment and highway 
equipment, bridge repair, land acquisition and building funds, revaluation, etc. 


The majority of our funds are invested the NH Public Deposit Investment Pool. 
For December 2007 the average annualized yield was 5.08%, up only .02% from last 
year. 


As Cemetery Commissioners 2007 was a very busy year. Even with the dry 
summer, overall maintenance of the cemeteries increased with new stones being placed 
and the opening of the Ordination Rock Cemetery. Also, with insurance companies 
changing requirements for all maintenance contractors, we have seen an increase in 
spending in this area. In an attempt to minimize the additional expense and stay within 
budget we curtailed cemetery maintenance earlier than usual in the fall. 


As a result, work that is usually done during the fall will have to be done in 2008. 
Therefore, we have reluctantly increased our budget for 2008 to compensate for the 
above items. 


The monies paid by individuals for burial sites are invested for perpetual care and 
the income on those funds is used to offset the town’s annual appropriation for cemetery 
maintenance. In 2007 the Trustees returned $7,643.44 in income to the Town. 


A great deal of thanks go out to all of the volunteers who maintained Veteran’s 
records and assisted in the placement of flags on those graves as well as to those who 
maintained records of the genealogy of Tamworth families. Also, the Trustees would 
like to thank the individuals who maintain the cemetery grounds and acknowledge their 
“personal pride” in doing their work. 


The Trustees are still looking for an individual to restore gravestones and another 
to volunteer to maintain outlying small private burial sites.

Report of the Planning Board 
The Planning Board meets the fourth Weds. of every month at 7 pm in the Town Office Building. The Board 
is made up of six elected members, a representative from the Board of Selectmen and alternates. The 
alternates were recently increased from three to five. The Board held 12 regular meetings and a number of 
work sessions. In the course of its meetings the Planning Board held three Public hearings — two for Special 
Use Permits regarding the Tamworth Wetlands Ordinance and one updating the Flood Plain Ordinance and 
The Building Notification Ordinance. 


Most of the subdivision applications that come before the board are relatively low impact subdivisions — 
someone wanting to divide their property into 2 or 3 lots. 
In 2007 the PB approved 

a subdivision for a proposed five building 20 unit housing for Senior’s.

> Master Plan 
The Master Plan committee of the Planning Board has nearly completed its revision of the Tamworth 
Master Plan, last updated in 1995. In the spring of 2007, the committee created and distributed a 9- 
page questionnaire to all town residents and property owners; the responses will guide many of the 
recommendations in the final plan. Two facilitated sessions have helped create a vision of Tamworth's 
future and examined residents’ opinions on appropriate land use. The final plan will contain chapters 
on the community vision, land use, transportation, community facilities, economic development, 
natural resources, natural hazards, recreation, utilities and public service, cultural and historic 
resources, regional concerns, housing, and the community survey. A final section will contain 
recommendations on how to achieve the vision for Tamworth, and an implementation plan.

> Capital Improvement Plan 

Authority was granted to the Planning Board by a vote of the Town Meeting under RSA 674:5, to investigate and prepare long 
term recommendations for the funding of capital improvements in the community over a period of at least six (6) years. 

The sole purpose and effect of the CIP is to aid the Selectmen in their consideration of the Annual Budget. Since the purpose of 
this planning program 1s to aid in budgeting for the future of the town, the CIP not only identify specific projects, but also 
prioritize those projects based on their need and urgency. 

In 2007, the major focus and effort were to develop a long range outlook for our highway department. After extensive study and 
review of the 2006 and 2007 highway operations budgets, along with the many recommendations from independent consultants, 
the CIP sub-committee presented their draft to the Planning Board for review and acceptance. 

The 2008 highway budget proposed by the Selectmen's Board reflects the consensus opinion of the CIP sub-committee.

In November Steve Solomon announced that his last day as Fire Chief in 
Tamworth would be 11/28/07, as he had accepted the Conway Village Fire Chief 
position. We would like to thank Steve for a job well done and while we’re sad to see 
him go, we wish Steve and his family continued success in their personal and 
professional endeavors. 

The fire chief search committee spent many hours reviewing 6 applications, 
interviewing 4 candidates, and holding second interviews with two candidates. The result 
of this process was that Richard Colcord was selected to be the next Tamworth Fire 
Chief. Chief Colcord has 23 years of fire and emergency medical service experience 
including 4 years as Chief of the Madison Fire Dept. He has been with the Tamworth 
Fire Department since 1999 and has held positions including Firefighter, Captain, and 
Deputy Forest Fire Warden, as well as being a Lieutenant of the Tamworth Rescue 
Squad. The Firewards and search committee feels that Richard’s Fire/EMS background 
combined with his experience in the building trades and good mechanical ability make 
him well suited to be our next Fire Chief effective February 1, 2008. 

The Firefighters would like to thank the Tamworth Woman’s Auxiliary for Striker 
the 185-pound training dummy. This is a life size manikin used to practice search and 
rescue techniques. We have already been using this manikin to improve our rescue skills. 

In addition we would like to thank John Roberts for donating the men & 
equipment to finish the pond and parking area project at South Tamworth Station. The 
pond and larger parking area has facilitated several training exercises including a live fire 
compressed air foam training, rural water supply tanker shuttle training, and we were able 
to have the State’s strategic & operations training trailer for a weekend to use for training.

Major increases in the cost of fuel, insurance, and supplies are making the provision 
of service in a cost effective manner, nearly impossible. All of these factors are challenges we must meet for 
sometime to come. 


We are proud to serve your 
community. A special thank you to The Board of Selectmen, The Tamworth Fire & Rescue Department, The 
Tamworth Police Department, and The Tamworth Highway Department.

The Tamworth Community Nurse Association makes Tamworth a healthy and vital community 
by offering support for the physical, social and mental well-being of every citizen using skilled 
nursing care and coordination of available services as its primary tool. We do this by offering a 
wide range of services—at no direct cost to the patient-- to residents and visitors such as: home 
visits for treatments, dressings, set-up of medications, counseling and safety and/or wellness 
evaluations; new baby check-ups; blood pressure and vital sign checks; blood draws; suture 
removal; evaluation and treatment of wounds; flu clinics; nutrition counseling; nail care and 
much, much more. We hear, at least weekly, "I didn't know you did that!" In short, if you have a 
healthcare need, give us a call. There's a good chance that we can help you with it. 


Each day one of our nurses holds office hours from 9-11 for walk-in visits from Tamworthians. 
There is no appointment necessary and all issues are treated confidentially. We see people of all 
ages from newborns to those in triple digits with no regard to economic strata. 


Dr. Brian Irwin of Tamworth Family Medicine is our Medical Director. Our nursing staff is made 
up of Joan Peters RN, Carol Eldridge LPN and me. Lois Howard is our secretary and also 
coordinates the Meals-On-Wheels program. Each one of our staff plays an integral part in the 
services TCNA provides to Tamworth residents and it is a pleasure to work with them. The 
office is open 9-2 Monday through Thursday and 9-11 on Fridays. We are closed on weekends 
and holidays. Our e-mail address remains tena@ncia.net. Our phone number is 323-8511 and we 
are located in the back of the Town Office Building. We are handicap accessible. 
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Our Board of Directors meets at least monthly to direct agency functions and operations, handle 
financial matters, as well as volunteer their time helping with fund raising events. The members 
of the 2007 Board were Lianne Prentice, Chair; Cynthia Richards, Vice-Chair; Kim Mathison, 
Secretary; Nicole Maher-Whiteside, Treasurer; Carole Ewing; Kerrie Trumble-Curtin and Joann 
Vasconcellos. Recently Mary Smith RN joined the Board. Although they receive little 
recognition, their endless efforts in support of the work of this fine organization make our 
services possible. 


The future goals of TCNA include: 


e To secure the Tamworth Community Nurse Association financially for the next 100 years 

e To offer the people of Tamworth a greater scope of health care services by adding a Nurse 
Practitioner to our staff. 

e To obtain grants to enable our uninsured neighbors and citizens access to preventive 
medical care. 

e To provide Tamworth's children with regular, preventive and restorative dental care. 

e To develop a system to make pharmaceuticals available to those residents who are unable 
to obtain them. 

e To serve as arole model for healthcare in rural America 


The Department of Health and Human Services conducted its annual inspection in December. 
They reviewed our charts, policies and procedures, infection control and quality assurance. We 
are pleased to announce that we were once again deficiency free. 


We coordinate Meals on Wheels, an essential service to town residents. Without this service, 
some people right here in Tamworth would go hungry and/or develop malnutrition. It also serves 
as a safety check for some individuals. There were over 13,635 meals delivered to town residents 
in 2007 by some 50 volunteer drivers. We always need more volunteers to work a flexible 
schedule, once a month. It only takes approximately 2 hours to complete the route and I 
guarantee you will find the task a rewarding one. 


TCNA continues to function as the Salvation Army Unit station for the area. Emergency funds 
are available for Tamworth and Sandwich residents in need. This year we have assisted people by 
providing medication, therapy, groceries and medical equipment. 


During the holidays we deliver gifts to our clients. Special thanks to Elan Publishing and The 
Tamworth Community Christmas Project for their support to this program. We also worked 
closely with St. Andrew’s Food Pantry and gave out more than twenty Thanksgiving food 
baskets. 


TCNA interacts and coordinates services with the Tamworth Caregivers, ServiceLink, Tri 
County Cap, and RSVP (to name a few). These organizations have provided support to many 
area residents and serve as important members of the health care team. 


Don’t forget we have our “loaner closet”. Wheelchairs, commodes, walkers, canes, crutches and 
miscellaneous items are available free of charge. We appreciate all who have donated items and 
encourage all residents to use the equipment and supplies. 
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The Tamworth Community Nurse Association is a private, not for profit non-certified 
company. What this means is we do not bill Medicare/Medicaid or insurance companies. We 
researched the possibility of billing insurance companies for services. We found that 
Medicare/Medicaid has a policy which states that we may not bill them any more than our lowest 
rate. Since we do not charge residents any fee for service, we would not be eligible to charge 
Medicare/Medicaid even one dollar. In addition, we found that we would have to hire a trained 
individual to process all of the required Medicare/Medicaid and insurance paperwork. The cost to 
pay such a person would come close to the amount we currently seek from the town. Lastly, and 
most importantly, by accepting the "cost-saving" practices of managed care, insurance, Medicare 
or Medicaid, we would be forced to limit the services we now provide. Much preventative care 
and social service support which your neighbors often need to maintain active and healthy lives 
is not covered by the major insurance companies. Regional health agencies, including the VNA, 
regularly contact us to care for patients in Tamworth whose coverage has been terminated. 


TCNA is able to provide excellent, broad-based care for all Tamworthians who need us. Readers 
should be aware that our town is also covered by two certified Visiting Nurse Associations that 
adequately meet the needs of townspeople with insurance benefits. Neither of these companies do 
what TCNA does however, which is to care for all the people that fall between the cracks for a 
myriad of reasons. We provide a safety net for residents of this town which no one else 
does. That is the true and unique value of the gift Elizabeth Lane Whittemore gave Tamworth 
through her original organization and endowment of TCNA. We are well known to area hospital 
discharge planners and work cooperatively with them in providing optimal home care. Because 
we are not Medicare certified we do not provide ancillary services such as occupational, physical, 
and speech therapy, home health aides/homemakers, and hospice. For these services we rely on 
area agencies such as Northern Carroll County VNA & Hospice, VNA & Hospice of Southern 
Carroll County and Vicinity, and Carroll County Health & Homecare Services. Close 
communication and collaboration allow us to provide continuity and holistic care. We are 
grateful for the cooperative efforts extended to us by these agencies. 


As always, we deeply appreciate the support of the people of Tamworth and pledge to continue 
our efforts to work for the health and well-being of each resident as well as the community as a 
whole.

The funding request by the Tamworth Outing Club (TOC) is for our Cal Ripken and 
Babe Ruth Baseball programs. 

The Cal Ripken Program offers supervision and coaching for baseball practices and 
league games to children between the ages of 6 through 12. The season starts when the snow 
melts in April and ends in early June. In the year 2007, there were 5 teams, totaling 63 
children. The participants are divided into three groups. The “Rookies” learn the basic skills 
of all the positions and use a batting cage for batting practice. The “Minors” further work on 
fundamentals with more of an emphasis on teamwork. Key positions, such as pictures and 
catchers are selected. The “Majors” are assigned positions and are taught a higher skill level. 
At all levels, sportsmanship, the development of self-confidence and having fun are key 
elements of the program. Volunteers operate a snack shack during the games as a fundraiser 
for the program. 

The Babe Ruth Program also offers coaching, practice and league competition to 
children between the ages of 12 through 18. The season starts in late June and ends in early 
August. In the year 2007, we had one team of 16 players. While individual skills such as 
fielding and batting are practiced, teamwork is emphasized throughout. All the kids are 
expected to participate when competing against other teams. Again, spottsmanship and 
having fun are considered essential ingredients of the program. 

Beyond our membership fees, the TOC runs many fund raising events over the course 
of the year to help defray the cost of our baseball programs, the Junior Ski Program and our 
cross-country ski-grooming program. We conduct annual fund raising appeals to our 
membership and to the Tamworth Foundation. Our fund raising events include our many 
contra dances at the Town House, the Tamworth Sled Dog Race, the Wonalancet Wander 
cross country ski race, the Chicken BBQ dinner during the July 4 Family Day and staffing a 
“Reach the Beach” station.

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Energy Committee Report for the Annual Town Report 


At Town Meeting in March, 2007, citizens voted “to support effective actions by the 
President and Congress to address the issue of climate change which is increasingly 
harmful to the environment and economy of New Hampshire and to the future well being 
of the people of Tamworth” and “to ask our Selectmen to consider the appointment of a 
voluntary energy committee to recommend local steps to save energy and reduce 
emissions.” 

Such a committee was approved at a Selectmen’s meeting on November 29" 4"¢ six of the 
seven members were appointed at that time, leaving one vacancy. The appointed 
members are Tamworth residents Donna Veilleux, Tamworth Conservation Commission 
representative and Chair, Catherine Mersfelder, Co-Chair, Peg Custer, Secretary, Lee 
Custer, Sam Sayers and Cimbria Badenhausen. Monthly meetings began in December 
and will continue to be posted according to state laws. Public attendance and participation 
are strongly encouraged at these meetings. Energy audits of all publicly owned buildings 
are being scheduled with the Selectmen’s approval. 


The mission of this voluntary committee is to: 
e investigate the use of energy sources in the town 


e recommend local steps to save energy and reduce emissions 
e promote the use of renewable energy in public buildings, businesses and homes 
e reach out to the community through education 
e explore the creation of a town energy plan.

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TAMWORTH CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT for 2007 


WETLANDS: 


During the year, the Tamworth Conservation Commission (TCC) investigated a number of 
applications for Septic Waivers, Special Use Permits, and Standard Dredge and Fill Permits. Most of 
these involved on-site inspections of the proposed work. In addition, there were instances of work in 
wetlands in violation of town and state ordinances. These situations were also investigated by 
Commission members. 


EASEMENTS: 


Conservation easements are a preferred tool for protecting special natural areas from 
development, while keeping lands in private ownership and on the tax rolls. No new easements were 
accepted by the town this year, but potential new easements were discussed with landowners along the 
Bearcamp River and the Swift River. The Commission supported and worked towards Green 
Mountain Conservation Group’s acquisition of an easement on the Birches Intervale Farm (aka the 
Steele Farm) in Wonalancet. The Commission also supported the Chocorua Land Conservation 
Foundation in its acquisition of a parcel of land in Albany adjacent to (and to be donated to) the White 
Mountain National Forest. 

The TCC proposed a Warrant Article to create a Capital Reserve Fund for the acquisition of 
property for conservation purposes or other public uses. 


TRAILS and TOWER: 


Trails in the town’s conservation lands required the usual spring cleanup. The TCC and the 
Chocorua Community Association continued to work together to create a loop trail in the town-owned 
Waterfowl Haven in Chocorua. 

Under the Commission’s guidance, local contractors Amy and Thad Berrier replaced the roof 
of the Great Hill Fire Tower. The tower itself has been nominated to National Historic Lookout status. 

The TCC honored the late Betty Steele by naming a trail in the Hemenway Forest in her 
honor. Ms. Steele was a founding member of the TCC and its long time Chairman. 


OTHER: 


e Outgoing Chairman John Mersfelder was presented with the Kim Ayers Award for 
conservation efforts by the Lakes Region Planning Commission. 

e Chairman Bryan Berlind and other members of the Commission attended the Annual Meeting 
of the New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions in Concord in early 
November. 

e The Conservation Lands Review Committee continued to work on an inventory of Natural 
Resources in the Town of Tamworth. 

e The TCC sponsored a presentation at the Cook Library by the Carbon Coalition. It also 
sponsored a workshop on Water Rights and Local Self Government, which had an emphasis 
on commercial water extraction. 

e The TCC had a booth at the Family Day festivities on July 4" and again at the Tamworth 
Farmers Market. There was a display by the Conservation Lands Review Committee, trail 
maps and brochures were available, and volunteers were sought for Household Hazardous 
Waste Day, and for the town’s new Energy Committee. ; 

e Vice Chairman Ned Beecher once again held his spring bird watching walks. 

e The TCC once again participated in the county-wide Household Hazardous Waste Day in 
August. The TCC thanks the volunteers who helped make this project a success.

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Cook Memorial Library Director’s 2007 Annual Report 


Cook Memorial Library’s circulation was the highest ever-in 2007. We circulated 
29,912 total items in 18,280 library visits by residents and visitors. We loaned 531 items 
out to other N.H. libraries and borrowed 1,151 items for our library users. We registered 
189 new patrons, bringing the total number of active patrons (those who checked out 
books in the past two years) to 1,193. In addition to offering 40 story-times, with 717 pre- 
school and school-age children attending, our children’s librarian produced 79 programs 
for all ages, with 1,291 adults and children attending. aE) holdings stand at 21,768, 
with 2,318 titles added and 1,059 withdrawn. 

Since the most recent building expansion in 2001, annual attendance and circulation 
figures have doubled. The staff answers twice as many reference questions and procures 
twice as many interlibrary loans of library materials as they did five years ago. 

Internet use grew by another 50% this year. A total of 2,522 people used the library 
computers in 2007. Nearly 1,000 additional library visitors and patrons connected their 
own laptops via the library’s wireless network, and uncounted laptop users logged on 
24/7 on the outdoor benches, on the lawn, and in their cars. 

Twenty-nine local organizations held 139 meetings in the library’s various meeting 
rooms in 2007, with 1,008 people attending. Often every meeting space in the building 
was occupied by a different group. 

It would not be possible to meet the ever-increasing demand for services without 
continued help from volunteers and the Friends of CML. We depend on our weekly 
volunteers as heavily as we do the staff: they catalog and shelve books, manage the 
circulation desk, make refreshments and set up for events, organize local history 
materials, and supervise the Ulitz Genealogy & History Center. Library volunteers 
contributed 337 hours of work in 2007. 

The Friends of Cook Memorial Library work tirelessly to support the library. They 
provide funds for many programs during the year. In 2007, they purchased a number of 
needed items and services for the library: insulated blinds for the south-facing windows, 
an LCD projector to use for events, and a $200 membership fee for the NH 
Downloadable Audios Program. In addition, they organize and staff a book sale the first 
Saturday of every month, and host gala “book & bake” sales in August and February, 
with fun and activities for all ages. And don’t forget, ALL library programs, including 
Friends’ events, are free and open to all. 

Many other members of the community contributed to the library in large and small 
ways. In December, two small children arrived at my office door with a five-dollar bill 
tucked in a thank-you -note. A grant from the Tamworth Foundation enabled us to 
purchase three new public and staff computers. In 2007, individuals made more monetary 
donations than any year since 2001, the year of the building project. These donations 
financed several significant improvements to the library: a new and better attic entrance, 
shelving for the Ulitz Room, and, most visibly, the installation of a beautiful stained glass 
window above the Martha B. Alt Children’s Wing (donated in memory of longtime 
librarian, Helen B. Hidden.) Other members of the community contributed labor and 
expertise, newly-purchased DVDs, bestsellers and mysteries, items for the children’s 
room, and much more. 

To all supporters and patrons of the library, a heartfelt “thank you” from staff and 
trustees. You make our jobs joyful and rewarding. We welcome all your suggestions of 
ways to make the library even better, and we gratefully acknowledge the continued 
support the library receives from the Town of Tamworth throughout the year.
